sion or allowance having been made for 
the changed aspect of affairs hy our morn- 
ing and evening contemporaries, that a:

The evils wrought by the misdirected 
advocacy of indiscreet friends have long 
been proverbial. Of all persons who have 
suffered from such injudicious champion- 
ship. none is entitled to more commisera- 
tion than the present worthy American 
Consul-weneral in Shanghai; a yertleman 
whose name, IT believe, is warmly and 
sincerely ‘esteemed Jin the community 
where he dwells, but who is brought into 
‘something like actual disrepute by the in- 
devoram ‘of a recent attempt ta magnify 
him in the editorial columns of the Vorts 
China Herald. Asis not uncommon with 
unskilful culogists, the vrror of superfluous 
exaltation is accompanied by disparayre- 
ment. of fancied rivals, hy awkward 
parallels, and by odious comparisons ofa 
kind that can inflict injury only where they 
are clumsily intended to confer benefit. 
But for these discourtvous reflections upon 
other parties, the Merth China Herald's de- 
monstration might. be passed in silence, 
Charity to the only individual likely to he 
harmed by it, would dictate such a dis- 
missal; but the general insolence displayed, 
and the recktess treatment of persons and 
topies concerning. which the writer is at 
least, as ignorant as he is impertinent, ap- 
pear to me to call for a rebuke which shall 
as afeetives as is possible, without 
‘adding too severely: to the embarrassment 
under which the victim of his over-zealous 
laudation already labors, 

Afew preliminary words are necessary 
to explain the situation Judge Dexyy 
formerly Consul of the United States 
‘Tientsin and now Congul-general at Shang- 
hai, has for some'time cherished the 
tural, and certainly proper, ambition of 
rising to the post of Minister at Peking. 
He has been rpgarded by those whose 
‘judgment is entitled to confidence, as thor- 
oughly qualified for that office. He has. 
probably, received private assurances, 
from influential quarters. that his aspira- 
tions would ‘be supported, under certain 
conditions, and if circumstances should 
render that support practicable. To a 
measurable extent, he had grounds for 
hoping that the path of promotion would - 
he made easy for him. He never, at any 
time, had warrant for . believing: that the 
appointment was absolutely promised to 
him;—for the simple reason that no one 
but the President of the United States has- 
the power to make sucha promise. Neuver- 
theless, ithas been well known in Washing- 
ton that a §trone and almost unequalled 
influence was exerted in his favor. It was 
among the carnest desires of a very 
eminent American citizen that Judge Desxy 
should succeed Minister Ancetr, Still, it 
was not his first and paramount desire,— 
to which circumstance Judge Denny's 
failure to reccive the nomination may be 
attributed. It has been stated in official 
circles in’ Washington, —and I ‘may be 
pardoned for saying that I know the state- 
ment to be true—that Judge Duxxy's fit- 
ness for the appointment was cordially 
affirmed by a personage whose approval 
is always flattering, and that the affirma- 
tion was never withdrawn, ” But it unfor-. 
tunately happened that certain contingent 
arrangements could not be effected, and 
Judge Dexxy's name was regreviully: laid 
aside, “That is the plain story of the case, 
as Judge Dexxy himself will not be disin- 
clined to believe. : : 

_ And now comes forward the editor of the 
Neth China Herald with a prolonged wail, 
not only over the disappointment of his 
protégé, but also over the appointments of 
American officials in general, and that’ of 
the chosen incumbent in particular, I beg 
to have it understood that I do not believe
